Pursuant to regulation 32 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Regulations 1994 the film 
poster entitled: 

Rocco Goes To Prague... in the Czech Republic 

is Not Approved 


if approval refused, the reasons for the decision: 

The video slick entitled Rocco Goes To Prague... in the Czech Republic contains numerous 
depictions of sexual activity. Although superimposed lights obscure genitalia, the multitude of 
images and extent of nudity creates a high impact on the viewer. 

If this publication had been submitted under si 3(1) of the FVPC Act, consideration of s(3) criteria 
in terms of extent, degree and manner would find the video slick objectionable on the grounds that 
it strongly degrades and dehumanises women. The characters' positions and the camera angles 
employed result in a dehumanising focus on the sexual organs of women. In several depictions 
the conduct itself can be said to degrade the women involved, the strongest of these is the 
depiction of the naked woman whose head is held over a toilet bowl. The other depictions in 
cumulative effect create an image of women as exploitable sexual objects. 

As a result of the strength of these depictions which degrade and dehumanise women, the video 
slick Rocco Goes To Prague... in the Czech Republic is refused approval under R28(3)(a).
